PETITION IS PRESENTED TO GOV- 
ERNOR ELLERBE. 


Reformers Say That Something Should 
Be Done To Keep the Senator 
from Newspaper Attacks. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 9.—(Special.)—A pe- 
tition addressed to Governor Ellerbe and 
signed by reformers, including a number 
of office holders, was today received by his 
excellency. 

It asks for an investigation of Senator 
Tillman, as follows: 

“Many of the newspapers throughout the 
state are charging Senator Tillman with 
receiving dispensary rebates, and Senator 
Tillman having in his recent letter made 
a formal demand upon your excellency for 
an immediate investigation, now we, as 
reformers, call upon you to order an im- 
mediate investiigation. If, after a fair and 
impartial trial ‘Mr. Tillman is found guilty, 
Tet him bear the odium and shame that will 
necessarily follow. 

“If, on the other hand, he is adjudged in- 
nocent, let the same newspapers who have 
made the charges do Senator Tillman jus- 
tice by correcting their charges and pro- 


claiming him an innocent man persecuted.” 


ALABAMA BANKERS IN SESSION 


EIGHTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
NOW ON IN BIRMINGHAM. 


President Whiting Addresses the 
Gathering and Makes Sweeping 
Recommendations.

Birmingham, Ala., Tune 9.—(Special.JThe 


Alabama Bankers’ Association are holding: 


their eighth annual meeting here. The 
convention was ¢alled to order this after- 
noon by General J. W. Whiting, of the 
People’s Bank of Mobile. The attendance 
is good, almost every bank belonging to 
the association being represented. 

General Whiting presented his address 
this afternoon. It was an able document 
and made a number of recommendations 
lccking to the enactment of state laws for 
the benefit of the bonkers. 

He spoke of the controversy between 
bankers end express companies, the latter 


doing an exchange business to the detri-- 


ment. of bankers without paying bankers’ 
taxes. He recommended the Georgia laws 
in reference to checks issued in good faith 
and drawer dying before the paper is pre- 
sented. 

Under the law now a man’s death cancels 
all his checks and orders. He recommend- 
ed the abolition of days of grace. He advo- 
cated a state system of supervision of 
banks and sirrilar institutions; favored a 
repeal of the national 10 per cent tax on 
circulation. . 

He touched on the rational currency ques- 
tion favoring the gold standard and ex- 
pressed himself ‘that expert knowledge 
could much more easily adjust the matter 
ef the gold and silver standard than the 
popular vote. The report was turned over 
to the executive committee. 

The meeting will last for three days, a 
banquet temorrow night being a feature. 


REVERSED COURT’S DECISION 


Justice Coleman Decides Birmingham 
May Hire Out Her Convicts. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 9.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court, after recessing two 
weeks, handed town twelve decisions to- 
day, eight of which were rendered by Jus- 
tice McClelland. The decision rendered by 
Judge Coleman is the long looked for de- 
cision settling the: point as to whether 
the city of Birmingham could hire out her 
city convicts for a moneyed consideration 
to the Sloss Iron and Steel Company to be 
worked in their mines in Jefferson county. 

The case was tried in the circuit court of 
Jefferson county and that court held that 
the city could not make the contract and 
declared the lease made with the Sloss 
company void. An appeal was taken by the 
city to the supreme court and today 
Judge Coleman reverses the case, holding 
the contract to be good. 

A great deal of interest has been taken 
in the result of this case by the different 
labor organizations in Birmingham and 
other places interested in mining opera- 
ea ease of the supreme lodge of Knights 
of Pythias against Mamie Taylor et al. 
from the city court of Anniston was af-

BODY OP DEAD NEGRO 
_UNBARTHS A CRIME 


Caroilton Comes to the Front with 
| Remarkable Sensations, 


CITIZENS TURN BURGLASS 


, The Grants and Others Are Accused of 
Robbery and Murder. 


A NEGRO SAW THEIR LAWLESS WORK 


He Disputed with Them Afterwards 
and Was Murdered—The Grants 
Are Now in Jail. 


Carroliton, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—This 
community has been thrown into a fever 
of.excitement by the arrest of the Grant 
men, some of the most prominent people 
in this section, on the charges of murder 
and burglary. They have been locked in 
jail and the evidence seems to be against 
them. ' 

Several daring burglaries have been com- 
mitted here of lats in this neighborhood 
and the authorities had been unable to 
locate the guilty parties. It now appears, 
howover, that the Grants are responsible 
for the crimes, and that they murdered a 
negro who happened to know of their das- 
tardly deeds, for fear he would betray 
them. 

A few weéks ago the store of the Messrs. 
Mathews, at Clem, in this county, was 
burglarized, the loss being about $200 worth 
of goods. The sheriff was called in and 
every effort made to locate and capture 
the thieves, but all to no avail. 

The store at Sargents, in Coweta county, 
was burglarized about the same time by 
the same parties, it was thought. 

On Saturday evening while some boys 
were in swimming in Flint river, near 
Brooks Station, one of them who was some 
distance from the others, discovered the 
dead body of a negro man on a log with 
weights upon his neck, skull crushed in, 
and two bullet holes through his body. 

The boy hastened back to where the 
others were and the body was taken out, 
and the alarm given the neighborhood. 
The coroner was summoned and an inquest 
held, which brought forth evidence that 
involved three of the Grants in that 
neighborhood, and two other parties, the 
names of whom were not learned in the 
making away of the negro. 

The evidence was that on the night the 
store owas burglarized at Clem this 
negro, who lived near Clem, passed along 
and discovered“the burglars. In order to 
shut his mouth they made him assist in 
carrying out thé goods to the wagon while 
they were loading. and also made.him go 
adiong with them back to Fayette county 
where he was hired by one of the Grants. 

In a difficulty with one of the Grant boys 
last Saturday a week ago, in which he 
was knocked down by Grant, the negro 
threatened to leave and said that he knew 
more than he had ever told. The Grants 
would not let the negro leave and on the 
next day, Sunday, they locked him up in 
the crib. 

The last he was ever seen alive was on 
that day. There was another negro man 
on the Grant place of whom this negro 
made a confidant and it is his evidence 
before the coroner's jury that has brought 
these facts out. 

All of the Grants and the other parties 
have been arrested and are now in the 
Fayette jail. A watch was set on Grant's 
house and a buggy was discovered leaving 
it in direction of the river last night. 
When examined the buggy was discuvered 
to contain a lot of goods, which the Messrs. 
Mathews, of Clem, who went down yes- 
terday, identified as their goods. 


FIVE HUNDRED DROWNED 


HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE BY A GALE 
OFF CHINA COAST. 


Fishermen’s Boats Upset by the Waves 
and Occupants Go Down—Several 
Large Vessels Are Lost. 


Victoria, B. C., June 9.—Meager particu- 
lars were brought by the Empress of Ja- 
pan of a disaster which befell the fisher- 
men of Chursan archipelago, off the coast 
of China. On May 6th, when all, or at 
least most of the fishing boats were out on 
the fishing banks, a terrible gale sprang up. 

Of the several hundred boats out at the 
time very few returned, and it is estimated 
that some five hundred men lost their lives. 
I'he storm was one of those sudden ones 
for which the coast of China is noted and 
most of the fishermen had no chance to 
seek shelter. Their lifeboats were smashed 
to atoms and they were left to fight a 
hopeless battle with the merciless waves. 
Those who escaped did so by good luck. 

The storm swept over the entire archipel- 
ago, which extends across the mouth of 
Hanchow bay on the eastern coast of 
China. Several large junks were lost, in 
which scores perished. 


WAS TWICE SENTENCED TO HANG 


Death of Mrs. Clem, Who Figured in 
Famous Murder Trial. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jure 9.—Mrs. Nancy E. 
Clem is dead. She was the central figure In 
Indiana’s mst famous criminal case; was 
tried five times for murder, sentenced to 
hang twice and finally escaped on a tech- 
nicality. Mrs. Clem was finally convicted 
of perjury and received four years in the 
state female reformatory. 

Mrs. Clem wss arrested and tried for 
the murder of Jacob Young and his wife 
in 1868, who were found dead north of In- 
dianapolts. The murders wers supposed 
to have resulted from large money trans- 
actions. For the Young murderers, W. J. 
Abrams was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment end was pardoned after a confinement 
of several years. 

“Syke” Hartman, a brother of Mrs. Clem. 
was also arrested for complicity In the 
crime and committed suicide in jail. An-

New York, June 9.—Peter Maher and 
Tom Shirkey fought tonight at the Palace 
Athletic Club for a $15,000 burse. At the 
end of the seventh round the police inter- 


tenfold when Inspector McLaughlin order- 
ed the police to arrest all those concerned 
in the fight. Policemen in uniform swarm- 
ed into the ring and a number of detect- 
ives also climbed through the ropes. The 
principals were the first to be placed under 
arrest, and then the seconds and referee 
were told to accompany the officers. While 
all this was going on the thousands of 
spectators were clamoring for a decision 
from the referee, who was busily engaged 
arguing with the officers who surrounded 
him. Finally it was made known that Ref- 
eree Colville had decided to call the bout 
a draw. This did not seem to please a good 
many, but according to the conditions 
agreed upon by both men the judgment ot 
the referee was right and proper. 

The great crowd left the building with- 
out the slightest confusion, and very Iittle 
comment was heard. 

Those arrested, including the principals, 
the seconds and the referee, were escorted 
to the One Hundred and Fourth street po- 
lice station, first allowing Maher and 
Sharkey to go to their dressing rooms and 
put on their street clothes. All furnished 
bail. So far Brady has not been arrested.

Maher was a big favorite, but 
there seemed to be rlenty ef money on 
Sharkey. 

When they began operations Maher had 
advantage in hkeignt, and reach was scen 
to be very marked. 

Sharkey’s style of leaving himself open 
when stepping away caused a good deal 
of comment, and it was easily seen that 
Maher was in no hurry to mix matters, as 
he evidently preferred to size nis man up 
and he looked as if he were hoiding back 
for a good opening. 

Maher wore an anxious look from the 
very beginning of the bcut and his eyes had 
a wild and hunted expression in them. The 
boxing was tame for five rounds, neither 
man showing a mark. In the sixth round 
Sharkey, with a well directed straight 
right on the mouth, sent Peter sprawling 
half way through the ropes, where he 
struggled for five seconds before he regain- 
ed his feet.

Placed Dynamite Bombs on Track. 


Twelve People Killed and Thirty- 
' Five Wounded. 


Havana, via Key West, June 9.—The pas- 
senger train which leaves Havana for Ma- 
tanzas daily at 6 a. m. was dynamited this 
morning about twelve miles from the city 
by a party of insurgents. According to the 
official account the object was plunder, as 
about $6,000 was in the express car. 

At a bend in the Hne a tefrible explo 
sion completely wrecked the passenger en- 
gine, which fell into a pit twenty-nine feet 
below, dragging three third class cabs af- 
ter it. 

At the same moment another terrific ex- 
plosion wrecked the pilot engine, which 
came to the rescue, and it fell into the pit. 
Both engineers and one fireman, one con- 
ductor and seven soldiers were Eifiled and 
three passengers severely injured, while 
thirty-two suffered more or less serious 
bruises. 

Simultaneously with the explosion the in- 
surgents opened fire on the train, seriously 
wounding a captain. The two trains were 
dynamited with electric machines and 
bombs place@ on a culvert at the curve. 
The body of an insurgent was found near 
the wire communicating with the bombs. 
It is supposed that he was killed by the 
shock.

une 9.—The senate had a 
period of tariff debate today and as a 
result little progress was made. Mr. Raw- 
lins, of Utah, and Mr.. Mills. of Téxas, dis- 
cussed the democratic attitude on the tar- 
iff from their respective standpoints. Later 
{ip the day Mr. Cannon, of Utah, proposed 
@n amendment placing an export bounty 
on agricultural products. He spoke for 
tevo hours on the need of giving the far- 
mer a share of the benefits of the tariff. 

When a vote is reached on his amend- 
ment many democrats will vote for it. 

Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, also spoke 
in favor of giving the farmer equal bene- 
fits with other classes under the bill. Only 
half a page of the bill, covering four brief 
and comparatively unimportant paragraphs 
—229 to 233—were disposed of during the 
day. The session will be begin at 11 a. m. 
tomorrow. 

Consideration of the tariff bill was re- 
sumed at 12:15 p. m. No mention was made 
as to the time of taking up the sugar 
schedule and the debate proceeded on the 
agricultural schedule. On the rice para- 
graph Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, 
withdrew the committee amendments re- 
ducing the house rates, leaving the house 
rates to stand. 

Rice Schedule Not Changed. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, moved to strike out 
the entire paragraph and substitute a new 
one placing a uniform duty of 40 per cent 
ad valorem on all grades of rice—rejected, 
yeas 19, nays 40. Five democrats—Bacon, 
Clay, McEnery, McLaurin and Tillman— 
and four populists—Allen, Butler, Heitfeld 
and Stewart—voted with the republicans in 
the negative.

Mr. Cannon took the floor to speak on his 
amendment, but yielded a moment to allow 
Mr. Thurston, of Nebraska, to present 
what he termed some evidences of “return- 
ing eosperity,’”’ in the shape of some edi- 
torlals from Nebraska newspapers show- 
ing a general revival of business. 

“Is not the Wilson tariff law still on the 
statute books?” asked Mr. Gray, demo- 
crat, of Delaware. 

“It is, but it is the expectation of the 
passage of the pending measure,” replied 
Mr, Thurston, “which is causing this re- 
vival.” 

Mr. Berry, of Arkansas asked to have 
read a statement recently made by the 
ex-postmaster general about the deplorable 
condition of affairs. 

Cannon’s Defense of the Farmer. 

Mr. Cannon objected, saying, amid 
laughter, that it would be cruel, inhuman, 
and unjustifiable to have Mr. Wanama- 
kKer’s statement injected at this ‘point of 
the proceedings. 

After some further cross firing Mr. Can- 
non proceeded with his remarks. He de< 
nounced the pending measure as grossly 
and paipably inequitable, because it com- 
pelled the sale of the products of the soil 
in the lowest market of the world and 
the purchase of manufactured articles in 
the highest market. To the original doe-' 
trine which contemplated the protection of 
_manufacturers he.. still. subserihed. The 
trouble was that agrictilfure, Which at tHe 
beginning was ready to’support the manu- 
facturers struggling for existence had 
fallen far in the rear. 

The only ground upon which the doctrine 
of protection could stand was that it’ pro- 
tected the labor of this country from the 
wolfish paupér labor of the old world. But 
how could any one contend for protection 
to the labor of the shops and mills and de- 
ny it to the labor of the fields? The farmer 
competed with the world. If this bill was 
not just the country would be plunged 
again next year into the agony of a tariff 
agitation. If it was just it might endure. 

‘Mr. Canron said he hoped that it might 
endure, with slight modifications, for many 
years, because this country was waiting for 
the settlement of a greater question than 
this. This proposition offered by him for 
export bounties on agricultural staples, he 
said, was first called to his attention by 
David Lubin, at the meeting of the trans- 
Mississippi congress three years ago. He 
had opposed it then, but found he had been 
wrong. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Allen, Mr. 
Cannon said the amount to be paid by the 
government in export bounty under his 
amendment would be $47,944,580. He argued 
that the American farmer was obliged to 
sell his wheat and cotton at the low prices 
prevailing in free trade countries of the 


old world, while he bought his supplies at 


the high rates of a protected market. His 
proposition .was designed to overcome this 
inequality. He maintained that the era 
of prosperity so much sought would not 
come until it started from the farmers. 
Mr. Cannon spoke until shortly before 6 
o’clock and was followed by Mr. Butler, of 
North Carolina, who spoke against the 
heavy burdens the bill placed upon the 
farmer. He favored Mr. Cannon’s proposi- 
tion as a measure that would correct the 


heavily on the farmer and gave him none 


of the benefits of protection. 
At 5:30 p. m. the bill was laid aside. The 


senate held an executive session and then 
adjourned.

JUDGE DAY DEFENDS THE GOVERNOR 


Says That the Executive of North Car- 


olina Was Simply Proceeding To 
Investigate the Case. 


Asheville, N. C., June 9.—Argument in 
the injunction case of the Southern rail- 
way against the North Carolina railway, 
Governor Russell and others, was resumed 
in the Uaited States circuit court here to- 
day. 

W. H. Day, of counsel for the defendant, 
said: 

“Governor Russell has only declared his 
intention to test the validity of this lease. 
In 1871, this company appeared in our 


| midst. The story of their first act is the 


corruption of a North Carolina official. Six 
years before the expiration of that lease 
they undertake to again lay hands on this 
property, Then the governor simply says 
he will investigate this lease. 

“The people of North Carolina are not 
afraid of federal courts, We remember 
when a federal judge saved the liberties 
of the people of the state. We are jealous 
of our rights. From the fact that the lease 
of 1871 was valid for thirty years, it does 
not follow that one is good for ninety-nine 
years. For all practical purposes a lease 
for such a time would be a sale. It is a 
curious phese that Governor Russell is the 
only man these pgople have attacked and 
it turns out that he is the only governor 
that has gone against their will.” 

Hon. John G. Carlisle followed. In his 
opening remarks he stated that the South- 
ern Railway Company did not obtrude itself 
upon the people of North Carolina unin- 
vited. The Southern has no quarrel with 
the people of the state. The Southern does 
not apologize for coming here. 

**‘While I will go as far,” he said, “‘as any- 
body in upholding the rights of the state, 
I would not hestitate to sustain the right 
of this court in a decision of the right and 
wrong. As to the rights of the state of 
North Carolina as sovereign, we make no 
question. The questions in this case are, 
have the Southern company a valid lease? 
Was it executed in exercise of power under 
the laws?.If so, then was it fairly procured? 
If the North Carolina Railway Company 
has the right to make a lease for thirty 
years, what is there in the law to prohib- 
it it from making a lease for ninety-nine 
years? This is in the nature of a bill to quit 
the title. It is sufficient in such action that 
the owner in possession of the property is 
threatened.”’ 

Mr. Carlisle maintained the jurisdiction 
of the court and concluded as follows: “I 
have nothing to say about the conduct of 
the governor of North Carolina, Sometimes 
men are.over zealous in even good causes. 
We hold that.as agents.ef the. North Car- 
olina company, the governor and attorney 
general are just.as amenable to the law 
as any individual stockholder.” 

Mr. Carlisle spoke exactly. one hour. 
Those who expected an orgtorical display 
were disappointed. His spéech was that of 
a logician: Mr. Carlisle drew with special 
clearness the distinction between the du- 
ties of the governor and the attorney gen- 
eral as representing the state’s interest 
in the property and as representing the 
state’s sovereignty in its visitorial powers 
over corporations. He emphasized the fact 
that the complainant asked no relief in the 
latter capacity, but merely as representing 
the state’s three-fourths in the property as 
a@ corporation. si 

Judge A. C. Avery, of Morganton, closed 
the argument for the defense and Judge J. 
E. Sheppard followed on behalf of Attor- 
ney General Walser, closing the case. 
Judge Simonton said he would take the 
case under advisement and render his de- 
cision as soon as possible. 

In the suit of the Central Trust Company 
of New York vs. the North Carolina rail- 
road, the same pleadings were filed and the 
case went to the court without further ar- 
gument.

Talked About the Cuban Situation for 
Nearly-an Hour. 
WAS A SECRET CONFERENCE 


Commissioner’s Report Has Been Filed 
in State Department. 


WILL AWAIT THE PRESIDENT’S~ RETURN 


There Are Two Reports—One of Them 
Signed by General Lee and the 
Spanish Consul.

Washington, June 9.—Mr. Calhoun, the 
president’s special commissioner to. Cuba, 
had another conference with President Mc- 
Kinley this morning. Owing to the fact 
that Mr. McKinley was to leave at noon 
on the trip to Nashville, Mr. Calhoun went 
to the white house at,9:30, by appoint- 
ment. He was accompanied by his secre- 
tary, Mr. Fishback. They remained with 
the president about three-quarters of an 
hour. Neither Secretary Sherman nor As- 
sistant Secretary Day was present at to- 
day's conference. _.. 

Mr. Calhoun next paid a visit to the state 
department with Mr. Fishback, and was in 
eonsultation with Assistant Secretary Day 
for about an hour and a half, during which 
time the assistant secretary denied himself 
to all callers. The report on the Ruiz case, 
which has attracted so much attention, was 
brought to the department by Mr. Fish- 
back and delivered to Judge Day, who 
saw the original twenty-four hours after 
it had been brought to his attention in the 
press. The report was thoroughly discussed 
by the three officials. All that could be 
gathered from them as to the future action 
of the department was that it would be 
held in abeyance until the return of Presi- 
dent McKinley from his Nashville trip. 

Two Distinct Reports. 

It was learned this afternoon that the 
‘department of state is in possession of 
two distinct’ reports bearing upon the 
Ruiz case. They were brought to Wash- 
ington by Mr. Fishback, the secretary to 
Mr. Calhoun, and handed to Assistant Sec- 
retary Day. One of these reports was 
made By Consul General Lee and has been 
fully set out in the newspapers. The other 
report, really the original, was. a joint 
production, signed by Consul General Lee 
and by Dr. Congosta, the Spanish consul 
at Philadelphia, who, with General Lee, 
constituted a special commission to inves- 
tigate the conditions surrounding the death 
of Dr. Ruiz. In this report the two com- 
missioners went as far as they could to- 
gether, which necessarily confined them 
‘to a mere statement of the facts subject 
to controversy. 

Failing to agree upon a statement of the 
causes which led to Ruiz’s death, the com- 
missioners signed the document at this 
point and then by. mutual agreement made 
what may be described. as a supplemental 
*report.to their.own governments in which 
they set out statements that they could 
not agree to include original reports. The 
published report of General Lee was one. 
of these “supplemental reports’ and it is. 
probable that the Apanish government hag 
intended to contrevert it, with the report” 
made by Dr. Congosta. With all this liter- 
ature on the subject in possession of two 
governments, the possibilities of prolonged 
negotiations are promising. 

After his conference with Assistant Sec- . 
retary Day, Mr. Calhoun returned to his 
hotel and instead of starting for his home 
in Danville today will start tomorrow. 
There was no further discussion between 
the assistant secretary and the special 
commissioner on the Cuban question. 

Exposes Government Position. 

The reports of General Lee’s account of 
the matter has given much annoyance, 
inasmuch as it nas exposed the position 
of our government in the negotiations that 
are to follow. It 1s recalled in this con- 
nection that the Ruiz case does not stand 
alone in the state department. Although 
the conditions are somewhat more aggra- 
vated, this government is seeking repara- 
tion in other cases involving the incarce- 
ration of American citizens in violation of 
treaty rights. These cases were pigeon- 
holed and never heard of agm@in. in the case 
of the Delgadoes the Spanish government 

thed by the payment of $15,000, which 
catisfied them for the assault on theig, per- 
sons, but there was no sign of apology 
for the incident. 

It is the intention of the government, 
however, not to ailow this case te go the 
way of its predecessors, to press to a con- 
clusion and not let it be permitted to drop 
out of sight.

It’s awful for a man 
to hang when he is innocent, but as I 
explained in my first appeal to you, I have 
no friends, relatives or money to help me. 

“If I had the money to get someone to 
work in my behalf, it can be shown to you 
that the man who swore against Mme on my 
first trial for my life and on whose evidence 
1 was convicted, is a man of unsound 
mind: 

“It ean be further shown that he-was 
paid money to swear what he swore and 
the witness now says he never thought 
about it causing me to hang when he swore 
it. All these facts can pve shown, your 
excellency, if I only had someone to get it 
up and present it to you. My God, will 
you allow me to hang because I am poor 
and have no one to present to you all the 
irregularities in my case.

All of the officials of the road and the 
bondholders will testify to the fact that 
Lauraine has given the best of satisfaction 
during the five years he ras been with the 
rafiroad. His services have been very val- 
uable to the road and at the same time have 
been secured at a very low figure. All 
of those who are acquainted with the busi- 
ness of the Blue Ridge and Atlantic say 
that Lauraine has made as good a receiver 
as could be wished. They emphatically 
deny that he is guilty of anything speci- 
fied in the petition of the Tallulah Falls 
people. 

It is generally stated that the principal 
cause of the ill feeling toward Lauraine 
ig that he is identified with the hotel com- 
pany that is buiiding a new hotel at Tal- 
lulah. He, as a rej,resentative of the rail- 
road, is doipg all in his power to develop 
the resort, and according to various par- 
ties who ure in a position to know the rail- 
roed is furnishing part of the money to 
build the new hotel. It is said tnat the 
proprietors of the old hotel are.mad with 
Lauraine because he is concerned with the 
erection of another hotel at the resort, and 
they seek this method of getting even.

“The committee appointed by the Atlanta 
clearing house to look into the standing 
of banks applying for membership in the 
association consists of Messrs. Joseph 
Orme, J. K. Ottley and George Desaussure. 

This committee is a very important one 
and will have more than one duty to per- 
form. It will not only have to look into 
the standing of new banks, but it will have 
to look into the condition of all the banks 
composing the clearing house, should there 
be any doubt about any of them. The com- 
mittee will also inspect the weekly state- 
ments made by, the banks, and if they 
suspect that anything be wrong, they will 
have the power to look into it. 

It is not very likely that they will have 
anything, however, to do in this line. 

The object of having the committee is 
to keep, if possible, wildcat banks out of 
the city. The recent failure of several of 
these institutions has not done the city any 
good, and in the future the clearing house 
will make it harder for them to exist by 
the recent action it has taken. 

All of the banks now in the city are in 
a solid condition, and up to the standard. 
The financial troubles, as a rule, start in 
a city with weak institutions, and they are 
in that way very apt to do the strong 
banks harm. The new action of the clear- 
ing house is as much a protection to the 
‘banks as it is to the citizens.

Athens, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—The board 
of visitors to the Untversity of Georgia 
met here today and will pursue their work 
until the first part of next week. The board 
consists of Professor Hunter, of Atlanta; 
Professor Keese, of Bowman; Professor 
Matthews, of Americus; Professor Gibson, 
of Calumbus, and Professor O’Quinn, of 
Tifton, 

The board will first take up the examina- 
tion papers in the various departments and 
examine them to see what kind of work 
is being done at the university. Then a 
thorough examination will be made into 
the various departments and into the needs 
of the university, after which the board 
will make several recommendations to the 
trustees and the governor. 

A few days since it was stated that at 
this meeting of the board a very rigid ex- 
amination of affairs in certain departments 
would be made, and it was generally known 
that questions were being asked as to the 
efficiency of the chancellor, and whether or 


’ not a change in that office would be bene- 


ficial to the university. 

All this seems to have been abandoned 
now, and the session of the board of visi- 
tors will in all probability be without any 
sensational! features. 

Law School Closes. 

The work of the law department of the 
university is practically over and the fifty- 
five members of the class now await their 
diplomas. 

Yesterday the class visited the courthouse 
and clerk of the superior court, J. K. Ken- 
ney, explained to them all the intricacies 
of that department. 

This morning Hon. Edward T. Brown, of 
Athens, delivered an admirable lecture to 
the class on the subject of ‘‘Practice,” and 
Judge James F. Foster, justice of the 
peace in this city and himself a member of 
the university law class, delivered a strong 
and benefical lecture to the class on the 
subject of “Civil Trials in Justice Court.” 

Tomorrow morning Professor Sylvanus 
Morris will give the class a course of read- 
ing to pursue when they return to their 
homes, and the year’s work will have been 
completed.

FOR COWHIDING FLOWERS 


MR. AND MRS. KENIGHT ARRAIGN- 
ED IN POLICE COURT. 


They Tell Why Mrs. Knight Horse- 
whipped the Old Man—Flowers 
Makes a Statement. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. and Mrs. T. H. 
Knight were arraigned in the police court 
for disorderly conduct. The cases grew out 
of the cowhiding which Mrs. Knight gave 
old man A. B. Flowers, an account of 
which appeared in The Constitution yes- 
terday morning. 

The defendants stated that the old man 
had been whipped because he had circulat- 
ed damaging and false reports about Mrs. 
Knight. This evidence they sustained by 
two other witnesses, who testified that 
Flowers had said things to them about Mrs. 
Knight which were ruinous to her char- 
acter. 

The old man stated that he had never 
said anything wrong about ‘the woman and 
that he was attacked without cause. He 
plainly showed the effects of the whipping 
he had been given.

STONY KEEL CONVICTED. 


He Declared He Was Innocent, but the 
Evidence Was Too Strong. 


Stoney Keel, the rural operator of a mint 
for coining counterfeit money, was found 
guilty yesterday and sentenced to a term 
of three years in the Ohio penitentiary and 
a fine of $100 and costs. 

The verdict was evidently a surprise to 
the Newton county farmer. He had told 
the reporter a few minutes before that 
he would be acquitted. Notwithstanding 
his great astonishment, he took the sen- 
tence quietly. He looked in a very inter- 
ested way at his young bride, who sat a 
short distance away, and who broke com- 
pletely down when the verdict was an- 
nounced. 

She has been married to the prisoner 
but a few weeks, and the exposure and the’ 
disgrace were heartrending to her. She 
was led from the courtroom weeping as if 
her heart were broken, but Keel looked on 
stolidly and with a careless air. 

Keel’s statement was concise. He is a 
rude, uneducated man, but he showed him- 
self to be posseseed of good natural quali- 
tles as a talker. He claimed that he did 
not have any molds for making counterfeit 
money, but that the two fron arms he had 
made were used as nut crackers and not 
for the purpose of pressing the molds to- 
gether. His statement was very clear 
and straightforward; but the evidence 
against him was too strong, and he was 
convicted. 

Two negroes swore that Keel had sold 
them molds for making money, and the 
postmaster of Covington testified that, old 
man ie Miller, who lives with 

‘mother, had passed a counterfeit 
dime fe him. 

Keel was sent to the Fulton county jail, 
where ho will remain wats be & sent 
Columbus.

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Councliman Lampkin Proposes ‘To Ex- 
empt Manufacturers from Taxation. 
SHOULD TREAT ALL ALIKE 


Certain Exemptions Are Now Made in 
Favor of Big Concerns. 


LUMPKIN’S RESOLUTION MAY BE ADOPTED 


Many Councilmen Think 
| the Small 
Manufacturers Should Be Put on 
Same Footing as Rich Ones.

Mechs soos sags of the city council 
Lumpkin, of the ‘third ward, introduced a 
very important resolution which bids fair 
to become an issue before the council of 
no little consequence. 

The resolution is a result of tthe action 
of council Monday in exempting the At- 
lanta Paper Company from taxation on 
its buildings and machinery for a term of 
five years, the same being done to encour- 
age manufacturing in the city. 

Mr. Lumpkin proposes to make it a rule 
of the city that all the manufacturers in 
the city and all those who may start fac- 


tories shall be given an exemption from 
taxes on. buildings and machinery for a 


) term of five y@ars and he thinks by the 
adoption of the law to that effect the city’s 


manufacturing interests will be materially 
benefited and promoted. 
Will Put All on Same Footing. 

Tt will be remembered that Mr. Lumpkin 
opposed the granting of the Atlanta Paper 
Company exemption on the ground that 
it was unfair to grant one petition of the 
kind without allowing all manufacturers 
the same privilege. He said the smal) 
dealers should he encouraged and helned 
as well as the big ones and his resolution 
put forward yesterday is designed to put 
all manufacturers on the same footing, 
encouraging the small institutions as well 
as the rich ones. 

The resolution sets forth the benefits to 
be derived by the city from the adoption 
of an exemption policy and its reading was 
listened to attentively by the members of 
the council. The resolution was referred 
to the tax committee and it is clear that 
it is favored by quite a number of coun- 
cilmen, and it is by no means improbable 
that it will finally be adopted and put into 
effect. Quite a number of exemptions have 
already been granted and it is proposed 
to treat all alike and give all factories the 
same rights. 

Mr. Thompson Wants Information. 

In this connection Councilman Thompson 
introduced a resolution yesterday calling 
on the tax assessors to submit a list of 


the manufacturers and institutions of that’ 


kind in the city which have been granted 
exemptions, showing the dates of such 
exemption, the amount of property and the 
reasons why such exemptions were made. 
The resolution will bring out the full facts 


in- connection with the matter and it was. 


unanimously adopted by the general coun- 
cil. 


_ DRUGGISTS MAKE A “KICK. 


SAY THEY ARE TAXED T00 MUCH 
_FOR LICENSE FEES. 


Appear Before the Council and State 
Their Complaint—Tax Commit- 
tee Will Hear Them. 


The city council held a special session: 
yesterday afternoon to consider the new 
tax ordinance submitte@ by the tax com- 
mittee at the meeting Monday. The or- 
dinance was read the first time and will 
be adopted at the next meeting of the coun- 
cil. 

The new ordinance makes but few 
changes in the existing law. It was care- 
fully drawn by the committee and will 
probably be adopted without amendment. 
The changes have already been noted in 
The Constitution. 

A delegation of druggists appeared before 
the eounc!l and stated that under the ex- 
isting-laws they are required to pay four 
license fees on their business. They say 
they are taxed too much and they want 
the council to readjust the fees. 

The tax committee will hear the com- 


 plaint of the druggists at its meeting next 


week and it may be that the schedule as 
applying to that business will be changed. 
The druggists pay a drug license, a soda 
water license, a cigarette license and a 
cigar license, amounting to $135 per annum. 

The committee will hear any other com- 
plaints against the license ordinance next 


Wednesday afternoon. 


SALOON MEN ARE DIVIDED 


OPPOSITION TO THE LUNCH COUN- 
TER ABOLITION SCHEME. 


Saloonists Will Oppose the Movement, 
and They May Take the Matter 


to the Courts if Necessary. 


“Where is considerable opposition to the 
scheme to abolish the free funch coun- 
ters in the Aljlanita saloons. 

Some of the prominent saloon men are 
fighting the scheme, and the matter may 
be taken fo the courts shouM the council 
adopt an ordinance abolishing the coun- 
ters. : 

The majority of the saloon men have 
signed a petition asking that the lunch 
countens be abolished, and it was thought 
that the saloon men were a unit on the 
subject, but such fs molt the case. Vigorous 
opposition has arisen ‘to the scheme and 
a counter petition will Ukely be brought 
forward, eigned by quite a number of the 
best known saloon men of the city. 

The latter take the position that the 
city has no right to legisiate the “lunch 
counters out of existence, and they wih 
make a fight on that line. Mhey say they 
have conferred with an attorney and@ thar 
they have been advised thiat the city pos- 
sesses no authority to abotish the funch 
counters. 

' Among those who oppose the petition are 
several of the leading saoonists in the 
city, among them being C. A. Spencer 
Philip Breftenbucher, J. H- Oppertheim, A. 
L. Bronk, W. A. Vernoy and George Ruh- 
man. ce :

TWO CHINAMEN LOST. 


They Had Trouble at the Custom 
House at Port Townsend. 

Lum Ling and Lum Hee, the Atlanta 
Chinese who were held so long at Port 
Townsend, Wash., on account of irregu- 
larities in their identification papers, have 
not returned to this city. 

The Chinese succeeded, after much trou- 
ble, in establishing their identity and were 
permitted by the custom officials to re-enter 
the United States on May 27th, but neither 
has yet reached Atlanta. 

Hop Ling, who is a bfother of Lum Ling, 
and runs a laundry on Whitehall street, 
stated to a Constitution reporter last night 
that Lum would probably locate in San 
Francisco, as the trip across the country 
was too expensive. 


THE WEATHER. 


Generally fair weather prevailed over 
the country to the east of the Rocky 
mountains during Wednesday. Showers oc- 
curred in Minnesota, northwestern Nebras- 
ka, Florida and quite heavy rain at New 
York city, where it still continued. It was 
also raining at St. Paul. Except in south- 
ern Florida the weather was generally 
clear in the southern half of the country, 
but cloudiness prevailed over the northern 
half. Conditions have changed but little 
since Tuesday night. While the northwest- 
ern low area has developed considerably 
in magnitude its center still remains to 
the west of the Dakotas, but with a mark- 
ed decrease in session. The high area 
holds its position over the lake region, be- 
ing only slightly to the eastward of its 
position on Tuesday night. There was a 
Jow area of slight energy off New York. 
From the lakes southeast to the south At- 
lantic coast there was a ridge of high pres- 
sure only slightly above the average. 

There was a fall of 12 degrees at St. 
Paul, being 54 degrees last night. There 
was also a very slight fall in temperature 
in Florida and at Gaiveston, but elsewhere 
it was warmer, being especially warm 
from Kansas northward over the Dakotas, 
the temperature in those states being above 
80 degrees.

Street Committee Wants Bids for 
Paving for Auburn Avenue,

RESOLUTION PASSED INTACT 


Tum Down of the Finance. Committee 
Changes Plans, 


AUBURN MAY BE PAVED THIS YEAR 


Bid for Paving North Avenue Is Ac- 
cepted and Work Will Be Done, 
Likewise Washington Street. 
Work of the Council 
Yesterday. 


One of the first results of the action of 
council Monday in turning down the finance 
committee in the matter of appropriations 
for street paving was shown yesterday 
when the street committee held a meeting 
and took steps toward doing other paving 
work than that proposed by the finance 
committee. 

The committee decided to ask council 
to advertise for bids for paving Auburn 
avenue from Butler street to the Boule- 
vard, a proposed improvement opposed by 
the finance committee at this time. The 
victory of the street committee in the 
council Monday made it possible for the 
committee to be in a position to ask for 
bids for the Auburn avenue paving and it 
now looks as if the work will be done this 
year, in preference to certain work proposed 
by the finance committee. 

At the special session of the council yes- 


‘ terday afternoon the street committee sub- 


mitted’ a resolution providing for the ad- 
vertisement for bids for the Auburn ave- 
nue work and the resolution was adopted 
by the council. It will now go to the 
aldermanic board for concurrence and then 
to the mayor. Should it have plain sailing 
it is expected that it will be possible to 
secure bids for the work by June 21st, and 
should the council stand by the street com- 
mittee in the matter an ordinance provid- 
ing for the paving of Auburn avenue may 
be passed before the end of June. 

This is the beginning of a fight which is 
being made on the finance committee and 
it is a defeat for that committee of no lit- 
tle significance. The committee proposed 
to repair the BowléVard and Edgewood ave- 
nue, but Coundiltian’ Howard and the 
street committee seemed determined to 
pav® Auburn avenue. 

The Resolution Adopted. 

The following resolution offered by the 
street committee, and signed by Messrs. 
Mitchell, chairman; Howard, Hutchison, 
Adamson, Camp and Culberson, was adopt- 
ed by the council: 

“Resolved, That the committee of pub- 
lic works be and is hereby instructed to 
advertise at a cost of not over $25 for 
bids for paving Auburn avenue from But- 
ler street to Hilliard street, and also from 
Butier street to Boulevard, with asphalt, 
vitrified brick, Williams block and wooden 
block pavement laid on concrete as per 
specification on file in the city engineer's 
office Bids to state what allowance for 
present rubble pavement on the street. Said 
bids to be sealed and addressed to the 
mayor and general council, and to be re- 
ceived not later than 11 o’clock a..m. Mon- 
day, June 21, 1897." ° 
North Avenue Paving Bid Accepted. 

The street committee reported favorably 
the bid of the Williams’ Block Pavement 
Company to pave North avenue from 
Peachtree street to West Peachtree street 
and from West Peachtree street to Wil- 
liams street with Williams’s blocks, for the 
sum of $1.80 per square yard, the same to 
be laid on concrete foundation and paid. 
for as follows: 

Payments to be made one-fourth cash 
and talance in one. two and three years 
at 7 per cent interest, or payment in one, 
two, three and four years at 7 per cent, 
payable semi-annually. 

The work is estimated to cost $4,000. 

Tne council allowed the petitioners for 
the work to withdraw the original peti- 
tion because of a technical error. The 
petitioners failed to stipulate the exact 
area which is to be paved, taking no ac- 
count of the park reservation recently made 
on the street. The petition will be cor- 
rected and the work will soon be started 
and pushed to a completion. 

Washington Street Will Pass. 

The petition for paving on Washington 
street was also found to be in error in not 
stipulating the work’to be done. The pe- 
tition will be corrected and the ordinance 
providing for the work will then be adopted 
without epposition. This is certain, all 
parties having agreed that the work shail 
be done this year. 

By reason of this opposition to the ac- 
tion of the finance committee in setting 
aside funds for certain paving Councilman 
Howard’s position has been misunderstood 
by some of the residents of Washington 
street. He says he has not opposed the 
paving of Washington street, but has fa- 
vored and worked for it all along. What 
he did oppose was the action of the com- 
mittee tn dictating to the street commuttee 
and council what particular work shall be 
done. He says there is not the slightest 
opposition to the Washington street work 
and that the committee is unanimous in 
favor of making the improvement.

NEW DIVISIONS 
ON THE SOUTHERN 


Line Between Atlanta and Washington 
Is To Be Reorganized. 


ONE MORE SUPERINTENDENT 


Length of Divisions Is To Be More 
Nearly Equalized. 


WEW TERMINALS ARE TO BE ERECTED 


Improvements Are Being Made at 
Primer’s Point To Accommodate 
the Increased Business. 


The Southern railway will make some 
important changes in its divisions on July 
ist. The number of divisions between At- 
lanta and Washington will be increased 
to four and there will be a new division 
superintendent, report says, although the 
details have not been worked out and the 
changes have not all been finally decided 
on. It is said that there will be no re- 


| duction in working force by reason of 


the contemplated changes, which are de- 
signed to equalize the divisions and the 
work of the men, better the time and con- 
centrate the forces at “lay over’’ points. 

The division changes between Washing- 
ton and Atlanta will be as follows: 

Washington to Monroe, Va., 18 miles. 

Monroe, Va., to Spencer, N. C., 166 miles. 

Spencer, N. C., to Greenville, 8. C., 154 
miles. 

Greenville, 8. C., to Atlanta, 161 miles. 

These changes in division terminals will 
necessitate the expenditure of about $25,000 
at Monroe and $30,000 at Greenville. 

Important improvements are now being 
made at Pinner’s Point, Va, where the 
terminal capacity has been increased six 
fold since the Southern began sending its 
freight there. The company has two large 
wharves there now and is putting up an- 
other large wharf and freight shed. 

To accommodate the existing business, 
there are 37,000 feet of track in yard, to 
which will be added 32,000 feet, making @ 
total length of trackage of 69,000 feet, or 
over thirteen miles. The present freight 
sheds have a capacity of ninety-five cars. 
This will be increased to 15 cars. There 
will also be added a log shed for export 
timber 90 by 170 feet besides a cotton ware- 
house 80 by 400 feet and a cotton compress 
40 by & feet and the necessary repair and 
machine shops, electric light plant and fire 
service, offices, etc. | 


The total cost of the projected improve- ¢ 


ments for this year will be about $250,000. 
It is expected all of this work will be com- 
pleted by September 1, 1897. Under the 
new arrangement twenty freight steamers 
can load at the wharf at the same time. 
Three dock slips are already in existence, 
200 by 800 feet each, and two additional 
ones of the same size are among the pro- 
posed improvements. 

There is a depth of water of twenty- 
geven feet at these wharves, which will 
accommodate boats of the largest class. 


The Southern’s grain trade is growing 80 | 


rapidly at Norfolk that the company is 
contemplating the erection of an elevator 
at Pinner’s Point. 

Norfolk’s corn trade is growing enor- 
mously, having been nearly twenty times 
as much last year as it was only eight 
years before.

From The Augusta Chronicle. 

We have no idea that the railroads will 
be permitted to oppress the people, nor do 
we believe that they have any desire to 
do therg wrong. This proposed war on the 
Southern is mischievous. We have had 
enough of receiverships in Georgia. The 
example of the Central is sufficient. The 
attempt in Macon to put the Southern in 
the hands of a receiver on the ground that 
the company is violating the constitution 
of Georgia by controlling competing lines 
will fail. It is not in the interest of the 
people. 

To put the Southern railway in the hands 
of a receiver would be a great public 
calamity. It would involve the impairment 
and perhaps the destruction of a vast sys- 
tem that for its own salvation must be 
worked on the most economical and con- 
servative lines. 

The men who own the Southern railway 
have the greatest interest in serving the 
public in such a satisfactory manner ag to 
leave no just cause for complaint either as 
to rates or servica They have such vast 
interests at stake that they cannot afford 
to antagonize the publife welfare. They 
are men of high character and of financial 
standing, otherwise it would have been im- 
possible for them to have reorganized and 
rehabitated a system extending from the 
Potomac to the Mississippi, embracing 
about 10,000 miles of railway. 

It would be suicidal for our people to 
undertake to embarrass or to wreck this 
vast system by putting it into the hands 
of a receiver. The men who control the 
Southern system are obliged to aid in the 
development of the south. This will be 
done in every legitimate and possible way. 
There will be no more potential factor in 
the development of the vast and 
natural bounties of the south than the 
Southern railway. All that the men who 
manage this property ask is justice and 
fair play. Give them time and they will 
aid in the development of the resdtirces of 
the south. They have come to build up and 
not to destroy.

But the most amusing feature of the 
discussion was the opposition of Sen- 
ator Caffery, of Louisiana, who has 
been crying aloud for a duty on sugar. 
Now a duty on sugar is essentially dem-

ding to the revenue of the governmont. 
But it is not a duty for “revenue only,” 
for it gives incidental protection to the 
sugar plamters of Mr. Caffery’s state. 
Nov it would be interesting to know 
whether the Louisiana senator favors @ 
duty on sugar because it gives protec- 
tion to those of his constituents who 
are engaged in making sugar. 

He cannot favor it for both reasons, 
according to his own arguments, but no 
matter which horn of the dilemma he 
takes it will furnish him with an argu- 
ment for supporting the Bacon amend- 
ment. For a duty of 20 per cent ad 
valorem on raw cotton is a revenue 
duty, if what the manufacturers say is 
true. Their claim is that the six million 
dollars worth of Egyptian cotton im- 
ported to this country annually does not 
come in con petition with the long sta- 
ple grown in this country. Therefore 
the duty will add $1,200,000 to the rev- 
enues of the government. 

On the other hand, if it affords a 
measure of relief to the growers of long 
staple cotton grown in the south, we say 
to Mr. Caffery that these cotton planters 
are just as much entitled to it—just as 
worthy of it—as the sugar planters of 
Louisiana, It is inconceivable that a 
man occupying Senator Caffery’s posi- 
dion should assume to criticise Sena- 
tor Bacon’s attitude. It is amusing also, 
and there is some compensation in that. 

But above and beyond the contention 
whether the cotton duty will raise rev- 
enue or protect growers of the long sta- 
ple stands the justice and common sense 
of the situation. A more important, be- 
cause a fundamental, democratic doc- 
trine declares that there shall be no 
legislation discriminating against any 
class or section. The Bacon amendment 
certainly makes the tariff bill less dis- 
criminative. We can see that such a 
claim will not at all appeal to those 
democrats who are free traders.

Measure Won't Go. 
IT IS CONSIDERED A BLUFF 


Tour of the West Shows That Finances 


Washington, June 9.—(Special.)—Congress 
may be {in session until September and pet~ 
haps later than that, The republicans have 
changed their plan with regard at least 
to one phase of legislation. They are 
going ‘to hold congress hére until they pass 
@ monetary commissién bill—if they can. 

Secretary Gage made his jaunt out west, 
the necessity for some action beyond a 
tariff measure having impressed itself 
strongly on the administration. The sec- 
retary came back to tell the president that 
the business men of the country had no 
faith in his pet measure for producing pros- 
perity and that there must be some bluff, 
if nothing else, toward tackling the finan- 
cial question. There have been conferences 
with leading republican senators and with 
the houre majority in the person. of Speak- 
er Reed, and the result is the determination 
to take up the monetary commission scheme 
and push it through. 

This morning Senator Gorman was told 
of this determination. Of course back of 
this is an effort to retire the greenbacks 
and strengthen the hands of the national 
banks. -< 

The same forces that were back of the 
Sherman law repeal are now working to 
further contract the currency. There will 
be a great fight before this passes the 
senate. 

Alabama Politicians: Warring. 

There is a hard fight on between the Ala- 
bama factions over the confirmation of 
Jim Hughes as postmaster at Birmingham. 
Hughes was a leading McKinley man and 
has from the first been slated for the place 
of postmaster by Youngblood and Vaughn, 
the leaders, and some weeks ago he was 
nominated. 

Charges affecting his character have been 
filed against him and on these his nomina- 
tion has been held up in the senate com- 
mittee on postoffices and post roads. 

But there is considerably more in this 
than the charges in this case. 

The fact is the anti-McKinley men of 
Alabama are having the confirmation held 
up with the idea of securing concessions 
from the dominant faction. They are kick- 
ing vigorously against the administration 
tendency to take care of original McKin- 
ley men to the exclusion of everybody 
else, and in their fight they are meeting 
with substantial encouragement from cer- 
tain eminent republicans here. One of 
these is tor Chandler, who is aeting 
chairman of the postoffice committee and 
who, as such, is in a splendid place to help 
his friends. 

It is Chandler who is holding ap the 
Hughes confirmation, 

General Pettus, who is on the committee, 
has been trying hard to put the nomination 
through and get favorable action on it, 
and he cannot understand the delay. He 
made another effort today, but without 
success. 

The charges against Hughes are not such 
as do much injury to a man in public Hfe 
as a rule, but they are enough to give 
Chandler and the Anti-McKinley men an 
excuse for holding up the nomination until 
some deal can be made by which their 
Alabama friends are to be taken care of.

Colonel Moyers’s Petition for Injunction 
Comes Up for Hearing. 
MR. MOYERS’S ELOQUENT PLEA 


Says Grant Park Belongs to the Little 
: Children, of Atlanta. 


WANTS THE PROPERTY PROTECTED 


Argument Was Not Concluded Yester- 
day and Will Probably Come Up 
Next Saturday. 


The application filed by Colonel W. T. 
Moyers for permanent injunction against 
the city in regard to the construction of the 
park driveway was taken up yesterday 
— before Judge Lumpkin in cham- 

rs. 

After Colonel Moyers had finished his ar- 
gument and Judge Anderson, representing 
the city, had concluded, the argument was 
postponed, as it was 7 o’clock. No decision 
was reached yesterday afternoon. 

The case is ond of much interest to resi- 

dents of the city in the neighborhood of 
the park, and since the filing of the bill 
for injunction it has created general inter- 
est. 
Before the bill was filed by Colonel Moy- 
ers the squad of hands engaged on the 
work of grading the driveway had cut away 
a large shade tree on the west side of the 
park and other trees would have been cut 
down but for the hasty preparation of the 
bill and the temporary injunction which 
was signed by Judge Lumpkin. 

It was charged in his original bill by Colo- 
nel Moyers that the driveway was for the 
benefit of large land owners in that vicin- 
ity, rather than for the adornment and 
benefit of Grant park. He raised the legal 
point that the driveway would invalidate 
the deed to the property to the city by Mr. 
L. P. Grant, as the deed specified that the 
property was to be used only for park pur- 
poses. The strip of land which was to be 
used for the driveway amounted to several 
acres and the land was estimated by real 
estate agents to be worth $3,000 per acre. 

There is at present a street which is used 
by persons for egress and ingress to the 
park. This street is fifty feet in width, 
and it is upon this street that the property 
of Colonel Moyers faces. 

When the hearing came up yesterday Mr. 
Jake Haas, a large property owner, was 
present. Colonel R. J. Jordan, Judge J. T. 
Pendleton and Judge James A. Anderson 
and Colonel Moyers were present to con- 
duct the case. The hearing occupied more 
than two hours. 

After Colonel Moyers had concluded the 
judge asked Judge Anderson and Judge 
(Pendleton if they had any law which was 
in conflict with the position taken by Colo- 
nel Moyers. They stated that they could 
not place their hands on the law just at 
that moment, but if granted further time 
they would produce the decisions which 
they thought were in conflict with .Colonel 
Moyers’s position. The hearing will prob- 
ably be completed next Saturday morning. 

Colonel Moyers stated that he did not 
wish to be understood as opposing the 
street around the park, but he desired to 
be distinctly understood as opposed to tak- 
ing any part of the park and using it for 
street purposes, 

Colonel Moyers Begins Argument. 

Colonel Moyers began his argument by 
explaining that the proposed driveway was 
surveyed to run down the west side of the 
park, taking. thirty feet of the present road 
and taking from the park property thirty 
feet. 

“If your honor is familiar with the deed 
of the city from Mr. Grant,”’ said Colonel 
Moyers, “‘you will remember the deed pro- 
vides that all of the property granted un- 
der that deed provida@ it shall be used only 
for park purposes,”’ 

“There are 198 pine trees and 690 oak 
trees,” said Colonel Moyers, ‘“‘which are 
on the piece of land which the park com- 
missioners desired to condemn for street 
purposes. These trees are just on the edge 
of the park and I do not desire or intend, 
if possible, to see them destroyed.” 

Plat /PTendered in Evidence. 


Colonel Moyers called the attention of 
the court to a plat which he had tacked 
upon the wall. The map was made by the 
city engineer and showed the entire west 
side of the park with dotted lines showing 
the proposed driveway. 

An affidavit was read which was signed 
by Judge J. G. Bloodworth. He stated that 
ine had been a member of the park com- 
mission and was familiar with the situa- 
tion. He thought the present street was 
ample and saw no reason why the drive- 
way as proposed should be opened.

Ed Crawford Must Answer for Many 
Alleged Crimes. 
HE IS CHARGED WITH BURGLARY 


Three Indictments Are Agninst Him 
Charging Forgery. 


CRIMES DATE BACK SEVERAL YEARS 


Two Indictments Pending Against 
‘Will Crawford Charging ‘Lar- 
ceny and Burglary. 


When Ed Crawford bowed his thanks 
to the jury for its verdict of not guilty the 
yeung prisoner had but begun his tortuous 
path through the criminat courts. 

There are a number of indictments 
against Crawford and before the criminal 
court finally adjourns he will doubtless 
be tried several times before Judge Cand- 
ler. Crawford has been indicted for bur- 
giary, larceny from the house and for sev- 
eral forgeries. Mang of the indictments, 
however, are several years old and most of 
the counts are allesgd to have occurred in 
1893. 

On December 18, 1893, it is charged that 
Ed Crawford was guilty of larceny from 
the house of Miss Etta Greenburg. It is 
charged in the biH cf indictment that he 
entered the house and stole several pieces 
of jewelry, consisting of eurrings, cuff 
buttons and breastpins.

This is said to have 
occurred in the fall of 1893 and he is 
charged with having entered the dwelling 
of D. J. Hoyes and taken from the house 
a gold watch, which was worth $75. 

The principal charge, however, against 
Ed Crawford is that of forgery and he 
has standing against him three indictments 
making these charges.

It is charged that one check was in the 
sum of $20, which was made payable to the 
order of R. H. Crawford, and which was 
signed by J. Tye & Co. Another check was 
for the same amount, signed as the first 
one was and the third check was iy the 
sum of $10 and signed as before, but in- 
dorsed by other parties. Several bonds 
have been forfeited in these cases and 
Crawford is now in jail awaiting the trial, 
which will be held within the next few 
days. : 

Will Crawford, a brother of Ed Crawford, 
is charged with larceny trom the House and 
burglary. The first charge recites the 
stealing of the solitaire diamond from the 
residence of Mrs. A. E. Thornton. The 
theft is supposed to have been committed 
during the exposition. The diamond was 
left in the jewelry tray by Mrs. Thornton, 
and when she returned the diamond was 
missing. The detectives who worked the 
case arrested Will Crawford and charged 
him with the crime and the jury returned 
a true bill upon the evidence which the de- 
tectives secured.

TELEPHONE SUBSCRIBERS 
WILL BE SUED 


Quarter of a Million Citizens Con- 
cerned in Bell Company’s Pro- 
posed Action. 


New York, June 9,--Whether a citizen of 
the United States Maintain, use or op- 
erate a telephone wipout making arrange- 
meénts with the Bell ‘iephone Company is 
the new phase of the old question that the 
telephone monopoly is about to bring be- 
tore the courts. A quarter of a million 
users of independent telephones are con- 
cerned in this solution as possible defend- 
ants in as many lawsuits. 

The fiercest of all the telephone wars will 
be precipitated by these suits. They will be 
brought against subscribers and not against 
independent companies operating in opposi- 
tion to the American Bell company. That 
such suits have been contemplated is known 
to many of the independent companies, and 
since they threaten the existence of every 
one of them, an extraordinary defensive 
movement has been begun. Conventions are 
being held, funds subscribed and plans laid 
to defeat the monopoly wherever these sults 
are brought before the courts. 

The filing of papers in these suits is de- 
ferred on account of two suits for infringe- 
ment of the Berliner patents now pending 
against the National Telephone Company 
and the Century Telephone Company, both 
of Boston. 

F. P. Fish, counsel for the American Bell 
Telephone Company, said today that these 
suits would be pressed, so that a decision 
might be had at the earliest possible date. 

The independent companies, however, ex- 
pect that the proposed suits against indi- 
vidual subscribers who use other than the 
Bell telephones will be commenced soon, 
without regard to litigation over the Ber- 
liner patents.

bama and North Carolina, Thé Tradesman, 
at Chattanooga, refers to this company and 
says: ‘“‘Already our iron men are shipping 
large quantities of iron to England, 
amounting to over 100,000 tons since June 
1, 1896, and the same can be said of many 
other lines of manufacturing.” The tele- 
graph dispatches this week report that a 
British syndicate with a capital of $5,000,000 
is proposing to purchase the Coal Creek 
and Jellico coal mines of Tennessee. 

Dr. M. Saurville, of Paris, France, the 
noted mining expert, geologist and financial 
agent for foreign capitalists, was in. my 
office today en route from New York. He 
has lately been to North Carolina, repre- 
senting a St. Louis syndicate, of which Mr. 
I. J. Headrick is president; and they have 
purchased a gokKi mine near Albemarle, N. 
C. They have a capital stock of $500,000, 
end will at once put into the mine machin- 
ery to the value of at least $20,000. Dr. 
Saurville is now inspecting some very 
valuable gold mining property owned by a 
rrominent Atlanta gentleman, This noted 
expert will aid me in developing other 
valuable gold mines and copper mines, and 
with his help in this line, I hope to influ- 
ence much foreign capital to Georgia and 
the south. He it was who inspected and 
reported upon the 22,000 acres of north 
Georgia mineral lands, which we recently 
sola to a St. Louis syndicate. He believes 
that the gold fields of Georgia, Alabama 
and North Carolina are very rich, and 
that great developments will soon be made 
in these states. But it would be taking too 
much of your space to enumerate the va- 
rious orders or applications for all classes 
of property in the south by people from the 
north amd west. However, one application 
from a party in Dayton, O., represents the 
idea which seems to influence so miany 
persons in that section, that I will refer to 
it here.

Now, suppose this Ohio colony purchase 
a suitable tract of 10,000 acres in Georgia, 
and subdivides the tract into farms of 
from forty to one hundred acres each, and 
that each purchaser of one of these small 
farms, builds a residence and outbuildings 
for stock and forage; that each keeps 
five or ten cows and sells his milk to the 
creamary establishment on the tract, and 
his surplus fruit and vegetables to the 
canning works on the place. The result will 
be to sustain these manufacturing plants 
and have a ready market for their produce. 
Now, while this is in progress, the land 
is becoming enriched by the cows, as the 


ufacturing plants and other improvements 
erected and operated. But see what the 
effect of the establishment of such a colony 


would be to the community where located, 


and to the individual members of the col- 
o.ny New methods of farming are intro- 
duced by this intensive system on small 
tracts, the lands are enhanced in value, 
new enterprises are inaugurated and small 
towns with schools, churches, stores and 
other facilities are established, and all 
these things add to the wealth of the state. 
But the demand is not for farm lands alone.

To fllustrate this there has just been 
placed with ‘us for sale, or exchange for 
southern lands in part pay, one of the 
finest vineyards in the north, with over 
350 acres with 680 vines per acre, averaging 
one and a half to two baskets of grapes 
to the vine, and conservatively estimated 
to yield 300,000 baskets of first class, sound 
grapes, exclusive of the straggling bunches 
used for wine purposes, which should net 
25,000 gallons of wines annually. This 
property represents an investment of over 
a quarter of a million dollars, and brings 
the owners a weal penny income, and has 
every advantage*that any location or 
home in the north presents, and yet these 
people have seen the advantages the south 
offers for their money and home comfort, 
and they will come here as soon as they 
can dispose oftheir holdings in the north 
without too great a sacrifice. This instance 
simply illustrates the situation and incli- 
nation of many first class people at the 
no in various lines of trade, and indi- 
catés that the tide of immigration is surely 
coming to the south. So let it be our policy 
to deal fairly and liberally with these peo- 
ple, and let your great paper continue to 
publish the facts about our section, and 
we will soon see our lands occupied by 
thrifty farmers and good citizens, and our 
whole southland rapidly improved by va- 
rious new industries and paying invest- 
ments, SAMUEL W. GOODE.

SCAFFOLD HIGH IN AIR FALLS 


‘Workmen on Top of Austell Building 


Get a Tumble. 

A scaffold on the third floor of the Aus- 
tell building gave way yesterday afternoon 
and Will Reynolds and Neal Pollard, two 
negro. workmen, who were on it, were 
thrown to the ground with great force. 

Will Reynolds was seriously injured. His 
head was bruised, his right arm dislocated 
and his right leg broken. He was carried 
to the Grady hospital, where his wounds 
were dressed. Pollard was not badly hurt. 
One of his ankles was sprained, but be- 
yond this with the exception of a shaking 
tp he was not hurt. 

The scaffold was weakly built, and when 
a scoop of cinders was lowered on it by the 
derrick it gave way and the men fell one 
floor. 
falling on him hurt him badly. Pollard 
fell on his feet and was covered by the 
cinders. He escaped practically unhurt. 

The scoop was unfastened too soon and 
one end of it struck the scaffold, causing 
it to give way.

President of the Appalachian Gold Min _ 
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ing Company Passes Through. 
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/BIG. STRIKE IN THE TALONEKA 


Mr. John B. Atkinson On His Way to 
Dahlonega To See It. 


JUDGE MURRAY RECALLS RIVAS CASE 


He Presided at the Celebrated. Trial 
ana Exposed the Gigantic Fraud 
Claimant Had Perpetrated. 


Judge W. W. Murray, president of the 
Appalachian Gold Migning Company, and 
Mr. John B. Atkinson, president of the St. 
Bernard Coal Mining Company, passed 
through Atlanta yesterday on their way 
to Dahlonega. : 

Mr. Atkinson is interested in two Lump- - 
kin county’ mines; the Preacher and the 
Tahloneka. He sald that a big strike had 
been made on the Tahloneka. The tunnel 
on the Preacher mine struck a hard form- 
ation and progress has been slow the last 
thirty days, but in a few weeks the Wal- 
lace vein should~ be reached. This vein 
has been cut on top of the mountain and 
has been washed down probably 100 feet 
by sluicing. The vein grew richer as it 
wept down and the tunnel which is expect- 
ed to strike it 200 feet below the bottom 
of the cut, ought to open up a rich ore 
bedy. The Tahloneka strike has produced 
ore which runs two and a half ounces to 
the ton. 

“The Appalachian has 140 stamps running 
now and all the mines are making money,”’ 
said Judge Murray. . 

Judge Murray presides over a United 
States land claim court at Santa Fe, New 
Mexico. He presided in the famous Rivas 
land claim case, which was tried two or 
three years ago. Rivas claimed 12,500,000 
acres of rich land:-in the far southwest. It 
was worth $75,000,000. Rivas had married 
a beautiful womart“whom he declared to 
be the great-granddaughter of some bar- 
oness, and the title to the land was alleged 
to have come down to Mrs. Rivas from the 
baroness. Rivas produced. copies of grants 
certified to by the proper officials of Mexi- 
co and he had certified copies of certificates 
of births, marriages and deaths from Mex- 
ico and California. On its face, the case 
was vety strong. It. had been brought. be- 
fore congress originally but the problem 
was too large for congress and the land 
claim courts were instituted largely to take 
up this Rivas claim. 

“The whole thing was a fraud; said 
Judge Murray yesterday. “It was shown 
that pages had bean removed from court 
records in Mexico and forged deeds had 
been inserted, The.certificates of marriages 
and deaths had been forged and substituted 
in parish records for others which had been 
cleverly removed, Among the witnesses 
were two priests, young man and one 
considerably older. ‘This young man testi- 
fied that he was approached one day by a 
man who asked permission to examine thé - 
parish records. Perthission Was given and 
then the stranger, after finding, something 
in which he‘ said that he was thterested, 
asked permission to take the book to his 
hotel for an hour or two. To the best of 
his recollection, the priest thought that 
it was ten days before the book was return- 
ed. He identified Rivas as the man who 
had borrowed thé records. About @ year 
after that another: man went to the older 
rriest and asked for certified copies of 
certain-certificates. ‘Fhe priest examined the 
records and not noticing that they had been 
tampered with, gave the certified copies. 
All this was proved to be a forgery. The 
priests were honest in their certificates, 
but the originals had been removed and 
forgeries had been substituted. 

“A romantic story was attached to the 
woman by Rivas and she swore to. every- 
thing that he wanted to make out his case, 
but she was a fraud, too. There had never 
been any baroness, as was claimed, and the 
forgeries were detected and. proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. Judge: Murray de- 
cided against Rivas. The higher courts sus- 
tained him and eventually Rivas was con- 
victed of forgery and perjury and was 
sentenced to the penitentiary, where he 
now is.’’ 

Rivas had been a street car driver in St. 
Louis. He was a shrewd sort of fellow and 
played his case very: well, but was de- 
tected and punished. 

Judge Murray has some warm friends 
over in Mexico. He w&s especially fond of 
some of the officials in the state, over the 
border. One day a Mexican from the little 
republic was in Santa Fe and informed 
Judge Murray that his friend, Agilar, would 
be the next governor of a certain state. 
The Mexican said that Agilar had been 
selected as the candidate, 

‘ “But some other candidate may come out 
and beat him,” the judge remarked. 

“You don’t understend the way we do 
things in Mexico,’’ the native replied with | 
a smile. 

“We never have but one candidate for an 
office at a time.”’ 

“Suppose somebody else wanted to run? 
We have two and three and often more: 
candidates. than that ‘for one office in th 
country,” said Judge’Murray. . 

“Yes, but in Mexico, if another candidate 
were to announce he would be arrested and 
shot the mext morning before sunrise.” 

“And who selects the candidates?’ in 
quired the judge... ae

CLAIMED BY HEIRS 


Valuable Real Estate in Dispute 
the Courts. 


CAPT. ENGLISH IS DEFENDANT 


Heirs of William E. Archer File Bill 
To Recover Property. 


CASE SET FOR A HEARING 


The Suit Involves Property on West 
Alabama Street and South Broad 
Street. 


John. Archer, the executor of the late 
William E. Archer, and Mrs. Eliza Ann 
Dill and her children, have filed a bill 
against Captain J. W. EngHsh claiming 
the Alabama and Broad street property 
under the last will and testament of the 
late W. E. Archer. The bill was filed yes- 
terday in the superior court by Attorney 
J. J. Hunt and an order to show cause 
was allowed by Judge Lumpkin. 

The case, which involves central prop- 
erty estimated to be worth $300,000, follows 
upon the heels of three ejectment suits 
which were filed several years ago against 
Captain English. 

Many years ago, when Atlanta was Mar- 
thasville and the city was but a village, 
the property On Alabama and Broad streets, 
now occupied and claimed by Captain 
English, was owned by William E. Ar- 
cher, a rich planter. The property in dis- 
pute is occupied by the Stewart & Bowden 
livery stable, John F. Barclay & Co., and 
runs back to the warehouse and then 
fronts several feet on South Broad street. 

It is claimed that this entire property 
was left under the will of W. E. Archer to 
his three children—John Archer, Tom Ar- 
cher and Mrs. Eliza Ann Dill. The life es- 
tate was vested in Mrs. Archer, the wife of 
W. E. Archer, and upon her death one- 
third was to be given to each of the three 
children. Under this division, as ciaimed 
by the plaintiffs, Mrs. Dill received a one- 
third interest in the property and this in- 
terest was to go to her children, who were 
to hold the property in fee simple. 


' It is now claimed that Captain English 


has no title to the property and if he has 
any interest whatever in the estate, it fs 
the life interest of the wife of Mr. Archer, 
which does not affect the remainder inter- 
est of her children. 


“The property herein specified,’’ says the 
petition, ‘‘and described is now being occu- 
pied by the said J. W. English, and he is 
allowing the same to go to waste and run 
down by failing to keep the tmprovements 
thereon in repair, and is wholiy neglecting 
the improvements and allowing them to de 
cay and depreciate in value by refusing to 
keep them in repair, or to keep them 
painted, and for this reason the remainder- 
men herein mentioned are being damaged 
by the said J. W. English. 

“That the property herein described is 
worth the sum of $200,000, and petitioners’ 
interest in the same is worth the sum of 
$200,000, but that the said J. W. English 
has taken possession of the same anda 
tells the world that he has a fee simple ti- 
tle to the same, and is seeking to make 
the public and all persons who would buy 
their interest in the property believe that 
they have no interest in the property, when 
in truth and in fact, if their rights could be 
fixed and established by the decree of this 
court or between them they could readily 
sell their interest in — property in the 
market and realize a large amount of 
money for the same, but that persons who 
want to buy do not care to enter at once 
into litigation with said English to estab- 
lish their rights and will not purchase the 
property with a cloud upon their title, and 
it is necessary for their title to be estab- 
lished by the court to tne property in or- 
der that they may enjoy their property by 
being able to sell the same. 

“That the executors to the will of W. E. 
Archer have not sold the property nor has 
the said J. W. English nought the same 
from them, but by pretending to have a 
fee simple title to said property he pre- 
vents the remaindermen from enjoying 
their property and he hus no title to the 
remainder interest in the same, and if he 
has any interest in their mother’s interest, 
it is only in her life estate, and she dis- 
tinctly states that he has not in any way 
obtained even that interest in the same. 
Her children say that if he has obtained 
her life estate, as he claims, that this is 
all he has ever obtained and that he should 
not be allowed to cast a cloud over the re- 
mainder interest if he nas any interest in 
her life estate in the case. 

‘That said English has no title to any 
portion of the property; that he has in no 
way obtained any title to the same; that 
he took possession of the same without 
any legal right to do so and knew at the 
time he did so that he got no title; that 
his holding of the samé is in open violation 
of the rights of the legatees under the will 
and he knew this when he took possession 
of same and he has so known all of the 
time, and that he has no legal, equitable or 
interest or title in the property.” 

The claims which have been filed by the 
Archer heirs are denied by counsel for 
Captain English. 

‘“‘We have a vigorous defense,’’ said Cap- 
tain BDillis yesterday afternoon. “We will 
be able to substantiate our title when the 
case comes up in court. All of the allega- 
tions made by the plaintiffs are denied as 
relating to the manner in which title to 
the property is held.”’

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ia WETT CALLOWAY 
RECEIVES SENTENCE 


Dishonorably Discharged and One Year | 
at Hard Labor. 


SENTENCE FOR DESERTING 


He Entered the Plea of Absence With- 
out Permission. 


PROMINENTLY CONNECTED IN THIS CITY 


Many Prominent Politicians Are Mak- 
ing an Effort To Have the 
Sentence Set Aside. 


Jewett Calloway, who was tried by a 
courtmartial at Fort McPherson a few 
weeks ago, has béen sentenced to one year 
at hard labor, and at the end of this time 
to dishonorable dismissal from the United 
States army. 

The case of Jewett Calloway is of great 
local interest. Before he entered the army 
he was a resident of this city. His mother 
and relatives are still living 
of a very prominent family. 

Young Calloway was of a wild disposi- 
tion and drank considerably. His relatives 
thought that the army would be a good 
place to send him to break up his wild 
pursuits. He enlisted at this post and was 
assigned to the Fourteenth infantry, sta- 
tioned in New York state. 

While in the army Calloway inherited 
several thousand dollars from a relative. 
When he received the money he left the 
barracks in New York without giving no- 
tice and came to Atlanta. He was arrested 
here and inquiry made of the Fourteenth 
infantry. It was learned that he had de- 
serted. A courtmartial was ordered here 
and the young man tried. 

Lieutenant Bamford represented the pris- 
oner and a plea of absence without per- 
mission was entered. Depositions were sent 
by the messmates of Calloway in New York 
as to his leaving. 

The sentence of the courtmartial was 
sent on to Washington several days ago. 
The decision has been made public and is 
as stated above. Calloway will have to 
serve his sentence out at Fort McPherson, 
where he will also receive his dishonorable 
dismissal. 

It is probable that Jewett Calloway will 
rot serve the sentence or be dishonorably 
dismissed. The strongest influence in this 
state will make a plea to the president and 
ask that the sentence be set aside. 

The senators from this state, as well as 
nearly all of the representatives, will see 
the secretary of war and the president. 
This movement in behalf of Calloway was 
started some time ago, but the workers 
were advised to await the decision of the 
courtmartial and then make an effort to 
have the sentence set aside. 

Jewett Calloway is from one of the best 
families in the state. He is a relative to the 
Calloways, the prominent Whitehall street 
furnishers. Justice Samuel Lumpkin, of the 
supreme bench, is also a close relation 
of the prisoner.
